THE GARBAGE STRIKE 


IS AT AN END 


I'olico Sergeant Seriously Injtired by 


Explosion of Bomb—Men 


Back at Work. 


New York, July 2. — The strike of 


the city garbage collectors is over, 
and the fears of a serious epidemic 
as ta« result of the conditions which 
bare existed for the past week are at 
rest. A committee representing the 
striking drivers conferred with Mayor 
McClelland, and he promised that if 
they would return to work he Would 
take up their grievances. Later the 
committee announced that they had 
decided to send all the men back t» 
work, trusting to the mayor's promise. 
Polica Sergeant William Duggan was 
seriously injured by the explosion of 
what the police believe was a bomb 
while escorting two carts in One Hun- 
dred and Sixteenth street. The ser- 
geant Tfas blown several feet. He was 
taken to a hospital suffering from 
ehock and lacerations. Several of .18 
drivers were badly beaten by sinfce 
sympathizers before they could be res- 
cued by the police. 


Ice-Wagon Drivers' Strike. 


New York. July 2.—Danger of an ice 


famine In Greater New York, due to 
the strike of the drivers employed by 
the American Ice company, seems to 
have passed by reason of the activity 
of the independent dealers. Both the 
ice company and the drivers claim 
that they have the better of the situ- 
ation. The strikers stated after a 
mooting that the foremen of all the 
company's stations and stables in 
Brooklyn had struck in sympathy with 
the drivers. 
STREET GAR MEN 


GET AN INCREASE 


Chicago. July '1.—Nearly 7,000 men 


employed on tho streetcar lines and 
elevated roads of Chicago received an 
advance in wages of from 7 to 10 per 
cent. All union traction employes on 
both north and west sides of the city 
are included in the advance.

A Spy Captured on the Mexican Bor* 


der—Said That Charges Are

Mexico City, July 2. — Soldiers at 


Tapachula, near the Guatemala fron- 
tier, have captured a man having la 
his possession plans showing where 
the Mexican troops are stationed and 
all fortifications made in that section 
of Mexico. The prisoner gave th» 
name of Ezequiel Saenz, and declared 
he was a native of Mexico, but is act- 
ually in the employ of the Guatemala 
\ 


government. Feeling is so strong that \ 
there is danger that Saenz will be 
killed before he can be brought to 
trial for treason. 


Word has reached Mexico City to 


the effect that President Cabrera of 
Guatemala, had caused the arrest ot 
16ft clttMBS of that republic on the 
charge of allege* OMopiicity la th« re- 
cent attempt to aaMssInate aim. Alt. 
were thrown into prison and later, 
herded into squads of 20 and tried fm 
groups. Two bands have been tried 
and many of the accused sentenced to 
death. Among the men imprisoned are> 
some of the most wealthy and promi- 
nent men in the country. 


The statement is made that these 


men have long been on Cabrera's 
blacklist and that the charges against 
them were trumped up for political 
reasons.

Columbus. O., July 2.—Members of 


the state railroad commission hare 
filed a brief defending their position 
in the case of the Hocking Valley rail- 
road against the commission. 


The Hocking "road opposed the ac- 


tion of the commission acquiring Jt to 
furnish gondolas instead of boxcars 
fnr certain coal mints near Pomeroy, 
O., claiming that the mines referred to 
were not doing sufficient business. In 
the biief, which is filed through Attor- 
ney General Wade H. Ellis, the com- 
mission says it is no defense to the 
chaige of discrimination for the super- 
intendent of the Hocking Valley to 
compare wagon run mines to "wood- 
chuck holes." 


Further, the commission says, the 


superintendent does nut know what he 
is talking about if his lemarks are ap- 
plied to the Oeffler or Frick or the 
Bengel Brothers Mining company, for 
the latter is one of the largest mines 
in the Pomeroy bend and the former, 
although not so large, have an un- 
doubted capacity greater than the 
Monkey Run mine, which is said to 
be favored by the Hocking Valley. 
Tins capacity, the commission says, 
would be increased it given the same 
chance as the Monkey Run mine. Fur- 
ther, the brief says the superintendent 
lacks either candor or information 
when he declares ho can not find the 
wagon run mines, as they are near the 
railroad. 


The assertion of the railroad com- 


pany that it takes longer to load from 
the wagons into the gondola cars than 
it does into the boxcars is denied. The 
claim is made that the wagon mines 
did not hold cars beyond the time 
specified by the railroad company, as 
charged. One extra man is required 
to load into a boxcar more than for a 
gondola, and the same is held true in 
unloading. The fact that the boxcars 
are sent through under seal is not held 
to be of material advantage, the com- 
mission says.
